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NECESSITY FOR EARLY MAIL-
ING AND SECURE WRAP-
PING

WEIGHT LIMIT

Fifty Pounds May Be Sent Within
Radius 150 Miles—20 Pounds
Anywhere.

Suggestions covering the wrapping
and malling of Christmas and other
packages have been made public by
the postoffice authorities. Early mall-
ing and the exerclse of particular
care in wrapping packoges are the
principal points stressed. The sugges-
tions are as follows: 3

Wihen to mail Christmas gifts: In
order to prevent the usual conges-
tion of Christmas mailings, the post-
office especially desires that parcels
be mailed in advance of the usual
time required to reach destination,
For example, parcels for New York,
Boston or Chicago should be mailed
December 20, or sooner; earlier mail-

Ings are desired for more . distant
destinations.
Packing and wrapping parcels:

Parcels should be securely packed,
wrapped and tled. Umbrellas, canes
and similar articles should be fast-
ened Eetween boards slightly longer
and wider than the articles enclosed;
hat boxes should be crated in wood;
candles in hoxes of good tin or
heavy pasteboard. Sharp instruments
or articles with sharp coroners or
edges should have the points or edges
well protected. All articles that are
easily broken should be carefully
packed and marked consplcuously
“Fragile.”

How to address parcels: The name
and address of the sender must be
placed on all parcels, preferably in
the upper lef corner, the name and
address of the addressee in the lower
right corner, State of destination
should be in full—not abbreviated

Permissible additions: Do not seal
parcels nor place letters in them, as
parcels sealed are subject to first-
class rates of postage. Inscriptions
